The increases, blamed on ris­ 
ing crime, intensified prose­ 
cutions, more convictions, long­ 
er sentences and other factors, 
mean the federal prison system 
is operating more than 22 per 
cent above its physical capaci 
ty. Levi said

They were among 13 men who 
volunteered to descend deep 
into the mine Thursday to in­ 
vestigate an explosion that 
killed 15 other miners two days 
earlier 
A second blast trapped the in­ 
spection team Two managed to 
escape but the other ll died 
I 600 feet below the earth s sur­ 
face 
Mine officials said their 
bodies would be left in the mine 
rather than risk still more lives 
trying to retrieve them The of­ 
ficials planned to seal that sec­ 
tion of the pit today 
The first disaster occurred 
Tuesday when an explosion, ap­ 


parently triggered by methane 
gas, ripped through a section 
about 44 miles down a slope 
into Black Mountain 


The bodies of the 15 miners 
were found by rescue crews 
Wednesday 
Nine* apparently 
died in the explosion and the 
other six suffocated when they 
barricaded themselves in an at­ 
tempt to form an air pocket 


The inspection team went 
into the mine to make sure it 
was safe to begin a formal in­

Millions of years ago, weird- 
looktng animals and plants 
populated the earth, on land 
and in the sea. As they died off, 
they left vast accumulations 
of residue. These remains were 
buried under millions of tons 
of earth, or of ocean sediments, 
and slowly evolved into layers 
of coal, and of pools of oil and 
natural gas. 
More and more, we came to 
depend on these fossil fuels for 
energy in our homes, factories 
and power plants.

Thatfc why natural gas and oil — 
our 4th source - had to become 
more prominent rn our energy 
mix. 
In the past 5 years the cost of 
gas has more than doubled and 
that of low-sulfur fuel oil has 
quintupled, accounting for most 
of our rate increases. 
Like other utility systems here 
and abroad, P G & E has turned 


to uranium—our 5th source —as 
an alternative to oil and gas. 
Nuclear power plants can pro­ 
duce electricity at about 40% less 
than new oil-fired plants, despite 
higher initial construcuon costs.

what they thought would be a 
heavy demand for flights out — 
but many tourists didn t fly 
away as expected 
it just didn't happen, a 
Trans World Airlines spokes­ 
man said. 
‘it s weird,’’ a man at United 
Air Lines added 
“ I guess 
they’re just waiting and ho­ 
ping ” 


Nevada officials in a state 
heavily dependent on gaming 
revenues also hoped for an ear­ 
ly end to the strike that started

Tunney also gave a favorable 
reaction, but not an endor­ 
sement. to the announcement 
by Gov Edmund Brown Jr that 
he will run in the Democratic 
Presidential primary in Califor­ 
nia and possibly some other 
states 
“ I think Gov Brown is a very 
effective person," Tunney said, 
‘and he certainly will do well in 
California I think he could do

Shah warns U S

advised that age plays a small part in the success of 
cake made with a mix so dating the boxes would only 
mesa confusion 
The success of such a cake is depen 


dent on following the directions EXPLICITLY, lf you 
are to beat it two minutes that is it-two tad a half 
minutes or three can prove fatal. Never overheat as that 
puts air in at the time, but then the cake falls fiat. Also 
he sure your oven temperature is correct as it may be 
off s bit — have it tested. —POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY - My Pet Peeve is with the companies that 
extend an offer to the public with a set expiration date (the 
enclosed label says for 90 days!, but no exact date 
Unless 
one knows when the offer started, how can the expiration date 
be pin pointed'’ —JEAN 
DEAR POLLY — I am fifty-eight years old but seem to 
learn something new from the column each day (Polly’s note-

Lifeboats and ethics 


In the most recent edition of 
th e C e n t e r Ma g a z i n e , a 
publication of the Center for 
the Study of Democratic In­ 
stitutions, a philosophy is dis­ 
cussed briefly to which many 
may subscribe and which por­ 
tends an acquiescence not 
previously found 
in world 
thought. 


The “ lifeboat ethic” as it 
has come to be rather aptly 
called paints a picture of the 
hungry and poor of the world 
swimming toward a lifeboat 
already reserved and/or filled 
by “ us ” The poor can’t be 
taken aboard for the lack of 
room and so they are left to 
drown. (Of course, wouldn’t 
there be more room in the boat 
if those aboard were a little 
l e s s 
c o r p u l e n t 
f r o m 
overfeeding?) 


Lord 
Ri t c hi e- Ca l de r , a 
Center associate and a Labor 
member of the British House 
of Lords suggests the danger 
of the lifeboat ethic is that it 
implies the ship has already 
sunk, and there is nothing to be 
done for those already in the 
water, We have to agree with 
him that the situation, if 


allowed to continue down that 
path, will doom millions to 
starvation and death if for no 
other reason than the inaction 
of those already in the boat. 
As R itchie-C alder says, 
“ Before we sit down at the 
console of the doom sday 
machine and decide which but­ 
tons to push, which races are 
e x p e n d a b l e , 
w h i c h 
a r e 
ecologically unworthy and how 
many hundreds of millions are 
to be abandoned to starvation, 
let us face reality, not as 
something inescapable or as a 
discouragement... but rather 
as a challenge to our imagina­ 
tion, 
our 
i ngenui t y, our 
managerial competence, and 
our humanity.” 
Millions of persons have 
already been written off by 
those who subscribe to the 
validity of the lifeboat ethic 
when in fact the belief in that 
philosophy is nothing more 
than a balm 
to soothe the 
collective consciences of all of 
“ us.” We would hope some of 
the ingenuity that has brought 
us to this juncture in the first 
place might be applied to the 
solution of so monumental a 
human problem.

ments By the time he 
recovered from the 
ordeal, the six foot 


Frank Church weighed 
barely 90 pounds Hut 
the cancer was gone 
and it h as n e v e r 
returned 


It s h a rd to im ag in e th a t the 
charismatic, huskily healthy Senator of 
today almost left his mark as a cancer 
fatality statistic 


His round blue eyes are clear behind 
his glasses his tan skin is stretched tight 
on a cherubic face his greying hair flops 
out of place with a boyish rascality 


After that experience ’’ the Senator 
reflects “ I decided that life itself was 
the major risk 
It could be snatched 
away at any moment It has to be lived to 
the fullest I had to take big chances Win 
or lose I had to play for high stakes " 
The high stake game he chose was 
G 
allies In the solid Republican state of 
aho he ran for the Senate in 1966 on the 
D em o cratic tick et 
He not only 
triumphed but he has been re-elected 
three times 
In 1964. he w ent a g a in st the 
overwhelming pubUc opinion in his state 
and challenged America s entanglement 
in the jungles of Vietnam He not only 
survived at the polls but is now honored 
for his political courage 
Later this week he ll take another big 
gamble 
With little money and no 
organization, he'll plunge into the 
presidential race at a time when others 
are dropping out 
The political odds 
against him are enormous but Frank 
Church is still determined to take alt he 
can g*t out of life 
Those who know him stress one 
characteristic * He's a thoroughly de­ 
cent person 
they agree 
He has 
character and integrity, they add They 
all speak, too. of his courage 
He has 
always had the guts to stick out his neck 
when he has had to," said a Senate 
col league 
Frank Church is an ambitious politi­ 
cian who carefully scheduled time for his 
family when his public career threatened 
to absorb his life He is a serious almost 
solemn officeholder who uses cold preci­ 
sian to dissect and discredit an op­ 
ponent s logic 
Yet at the same time. 
Church has a bubbling, boyish 
enthusiasm and a subtle, warm ant 
He confounds the pundits with his 
political philosophy 
which can be 
labeled roughly as liberal. Yet it rests on 
conservative foundations He traces his

But his experience with 
cancer altered some of his boyhood con­ 
cepts And his wife. Bethine. greatly in­ 
fluenced his new direction As one of his 
close friends told us "You can’t unders­ 
tand Frank if you don t know Bethine " 
Bethine Church grew up in politics and 
has played an active role in her 
husband s career She is his sounding 
board and devil s advocate, a partner 
beyond the normal candidate-and wife 
relationship 
The revelations from Church’s com­ 
mittees on multinational corporations 
and intelligence agencies which have 
startled the country helped solidify many 
of his attitudes He uses hts debater's 
skills to build an extensive caw when he 
talks of hts work 
' P eople are disillusioned with 
government," he say*, moving his hands 
in em phatic but natural gestures 
There s a sense of cynicism in the land, 
disgruntlement, disgust 
That attitude 
won t change until people feel there s in­ 
tegrity in government 
"After having found crime in the 
White House, after finding in my in­ 
vestigations that this corrutpion, this 
disrespect for people s rights has in­ 
fected out basic agencies 
it s more 
than disturbing — it s outrageous It s 
downright scary to find the beginnings of 
a secret police in the FBI 
"All this isn’t going to be stopped by 
cosmetic action in Congress It will take 
a President to bring government back in­ 
side the law and restore the sense of 
legitimacy in government to the people 
Without that." he notes 
just wait 
for the demagogue the man who claims 
to have all the answers It COULD hap­ 
pen here ” 
Frank Church walks around his order* 
Iv office as he thinks and talks about the 
state of the world Occasionally, he puffs

The country has been

1) The apparent effect in Europe of our 
insouciant failure to do anything at all 
about Angola has left us an object less of 
contempt than of mere pathological 
curiosity 
Responsible 
Europeans 
wonder how it can be that the United 
States, which busied itself so in­ 
du striously over a 
period of 25 years 
after the war to main­ 
tain the equilibrium of 
the world, should now 
abdicate so irrational­ 
ly. Should do so, 
moreover, without any 
attention to an ap­ 
propriate rhetoric of 
withdrawal 
It isn’t as though 
Mr Kissinger or Mr. 
Ford had said to the 
countries of western 
Europe: "If you care to protect the con­ 
tinent of Africa from colonization by 
Russia via Cuba, set up your own Monroe 
Doctrine." We chose instead, through 
Mr Kissinger, to announce to the Rus­ 
sians that they would not be able to get 
away with it. But to get away with it is 
exactly what they have done 
2) The talk in Europe about the future 
of southern Africa is very grave It is 
hard to imagine that there are any 
realistic prospects for the survival of the 
white regime in Rhodesia Leaving aside 
for a moment the question whether the 
survival of the Smith regime is morally 
desirable, in fact the overthrow of that 
regime will yield only the single satisfac­ 
tion of ushering in a government exer­ 
cised by black rather than by white men 
One cannot find anywhere, even among 
implacable enemies of Rhodesia, anyone
